FREIGHT RATE CASE 


Macon, Ga., December 4.—The 
peach growers of Georgia and _ the 
Central of Georgia railway won a vie 
tory before the interstate commerce 
commission in the Georgia peach rate 
controversy of last summer, in a de- 
cision which has just been received 
here. The Southern railway is re- 
quired to suspend schedules cancelling 
joint rates with the Central of Geor- 
gia railway and accept peaches origi- 
nating on the Central of Georgia rail- 
way at the same schedule of rates 
that are in effect on other lines. 

The controversy was precipitated 
last summer when the Southern rail- 
way cancelled through rates from the 
Central of Georgia railway in connec- 
tion with the Southern railway on 
shipments through Atlanta. In effect, 
it is claimed, this would have closed 
the Atlanta-Southern route to growers 
on the Central of Georgia railway, or 
about seventy per cent of the growers 
in the state of Georgia. 

The interstate commerce commission 
in its decision pointed out that the 
real motive for the Southern’s order 
was to force the Central of Georgia 
railway to route all of its peaches over 
the Southern railway. 

The Central in the meantime had 
announced a plan to divide the peach 
shipments for the eastern markets, 
eqifally between the Southern railway, 
the Atlantie Coast Line railwav and 
the Seaboard Airline, two-thirds of 
this business to pass through Atlanta, 
the other one-third through Augusta.

QUALITY OF MILK 
DURING NOVEMBER 
BEST IN MONTHS 


Quality of milk dispensea by At- 
_lanta dairymen during November was 
the best in months, according to the 
| monthly milk bulletin issued Thursday 
_by Henry C. Martin, director of the 
city Iaboratory of hygiene. 

Of 164 dairies inspected during the 
month, 86 of the dairies, or 53 per 
cent, furnished milk containing less 
that 10,000 bacterial count. Of the 
same number of dairies, only 56 had 
as good a record during October, which 
set the best mark of the year prior to 
last month. 

The report also shows thut 33 dai 
ries inspected showed bacterial count 
of 5,000 or less, with 119 furnishing 
milk of less than 20,000 bacteria! 
count, and 151 of jess than 59,000.

—Funeral services for Billington 
Sanders Walker, father of Governor 
Clifford Walker, who died suddenly 
Wednesday morning following an at- 
tack of apoplexy, will be held Sunday 


morning at 11 o’clock, eastern time, 
at the First Baptist church in Monroe. 

Returning from Atlanta Wednesday, 
where he visited his son, the gover- 
nor, Mr. Walker was in his usual! 
health Wednesday night, and this 
morning, as usual, went to his office 
downtown. Stepping out into the 
street he was stricken suddenly and 
was at once removed to his home, 
where he died in about 15 minutes. He 
was conscious to the last, and did not 
think himself seriously sick. 

News of the death of Mr. Walker 
has brought universal grief. He was 
one of the most poputar and progres- 
sive citizens of Walton county and a 
warm friend to everybody. In addition 
to his support of every project for the 
advancement of Monroe and Walton 
county, he spent large sums of money 
in educational and charitable work.

DR. SOULE’S SALARY. 

It is unfortunate that in some 
quarters in Georgia there have been 
wholly unwarranted criticisms of Dr. 
Andrew M. Soule, president of the 
Georgia State College of Agriculture, 
because he draws a gross annual 
Salary of $8,000, of which the state 
of Georgia only pays $5,000, the 
other $3,000 being paid from fed- 
eral funds. 

The agitation over the matter be- 
gan with a report from the state 
auditor in which he, in compliance 
with his duty, called attention to the 
fact that the state only provided by 
Statute a salary of $5,000, whereas, 
in totals, the president of the state 
college, by due authority of the 
board of trustees of the college, had 
a total salary income of $3,000 in 
excess of that amount. No criticism 
can be attached to Auditor Slate, 
who did, in the premises, what he 
Should have done. Dr. Soule, in the 
meantime, very promptly asked for 
a full investigation of the facts so/| 
that the public might also know of | 
the unquestioned and entirely regu- 
lar constituted authority by which 
his total salary amounted to $8,000.

Washington, December 4.— A 
marked decrease in the number of fa- 
talities in grade crossing accidents 
has been reported for the first two 
months of the sufety campaign inau- 
gurated by the railroads of the coun- 
try last June, it was announced to- 
dav by H. A. Rowe, chairman of the 
committee on prevention of highway- 
crossing accidents of the American 
Railway association. 

A decrease of 59 deaths was report- 
ed during June and July, when the 
total was 346 as compared with the 
same months last year. Injuries re 
sulting from grade crossing accidents, 
however showed a slight increase, to- 
taling 1,062 as against 1,043 for the 
same months in 1923.

The turning point in Ty Cobb's ca- 
reer came in 1907, the year that 
Hughie Jennings took charge of the 
Detroit team as manager. ‘The De- 
troit team had enough power, but 
there had been lacking a leader to har- 
ness this power.

There never lived a keener judge of 
baseball talent than the redheaded Jen- 
nings.

Mark 
my word and play that as strong as 
you like. You can't go wrong.’

The newspaper man took Jennings 
word. Hle played his opinion in eight- 
column lines. He did not go wrong. 

Jennings adhered to his decision, 
Ile let Cobb attend to his own de- 
velopment, 
He permitted him to “run wild.’ 

There has never been another plav- 
er who was such a law unto hi aseif 
as Cobb. No other manager would 
have handled him as Jennings did and 
it would have been’ impossible fer 
Cobb to develop under another man 
the way he did under .Jenninks. An- 
other man would have tried to make 
Cobb part of a machine and Cobb 
could never have developed as one 
of a whole: to develop he had to be 
one, all alone and apart from ‘he 
whole, Jennings, great judge of play- 
ing talent, realized this.

Washington, December 4.—Invest- 
gation by the senate naval affairs 
committee to determine the availabil- 
ity of navy yards and’personne! for 
future naval construction and repair 
work is proposed in a resolution intro- 
duced today by Senator Jones, demo- 
erat, New Mexico, for Senator King, 
democrat, Utah who was absent. 

The resolution stated that the gov- 
ernment had expended more than 
$150,000,000 in the last ten years for 
submarine construction, but that of 
1924 underwater craft delivered with- 
in that time, none of approximately 
100 built by ~~ private shipbuilders 
“have proven satisfactory.” 

Asserting that the government ‘“‘is 
sults” from its expenditures for naval 
construction, the resolution named the 
Iaake Submarine company, of Bridge- 
port, and the Submarine: Boat com- 
pany, of New London Conn., as hav- 
ing taken “millions of dollars of 
profits” on the submarines which have 
failed tu ‘“‘meet the requirements of 
the government.”
